Pres. Taft Departs from Prec- 


edent by Appointing a Demo- 
crat to Head of U. S. Supreme 
Court 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.—Associate] 


Justice Edward Douglas White o£ the 
United States supreme court, is to be 
elevated to the chief justiceship of 
that tribunal. 
President 
Taft 
will 


send the nomination to the senate to- 
day. It is expected also that two as- 
sociate Justices to nil vacancies on the 
bench will he named today. 


- 
The 
announcement 
that 
Justice 


White will be the new chief justice 
undoubtedly will cause some surprise, 
because it had been pretty generally 
understood for some time past that 
Justice Charles II. Hughes was slated 
for that high honor. During the past 
two or three days, however, it became 
known that a change. In the slate lor 
the head o£ the supreme court might 
be made. 
Some of the president's closest ad- 


visers argued with him that Justice 
Hughes' experience at the bar hau not 
been sufficient to warrant liis promo- 
tion at this time to the highest judicial 
position in the country. They claimed 
tlmt Mr. Hughes' reputation as a.law- 
yer had been gained-principally in his 
conduct of two legislative investiga- 
tions. They agreed with the president 
that everything pointed to a most bril- 
liant career on the bench for the for- 
mer governor. 
At the same time they 


offered the 
argument 
that 
Justice 


Hughes was the youngest man on the 
bench and that his 
opportunity for 


promotion would come later when he 
would have had the advantage of ma- 
turing 
experience 
and 
of 
having 


served several years on the bench. 


It is Itnown that the president sees 


in, Mr. Hughes most of the 
qualities 


he hellovris essential in a chief jus- 
tice. Young, vigorous, possessing exec- 
utive ability and progrsslve ideas, Mr. 
Hughes was looked upon as the man 
\vho could do much to bring about the 
reform in judicial proceedings in this 
country. Mr. Taft regards court re- 
forms as the crying necessity of the 
IJnlted States. He has made 
strong 


representations on the subject in his 
message to congress and Is :. hopeful 
that something substantial can be ac- 
complished during his administration. 
If 
the president could have his way, 


his administration would be notable in 
history for having accomplished some-" 
thing toward making court litigation 
less costly and less tedious. 


The president has been mo,st care- 


ful in making his selections of judges 
and he finally was impressed by the 
objection of the inexperience of Justice 
Hughes, especially Inexperience on the 
bench. Always coupled with the criti- 
cism of Mr. Hughes as a chief justice 
wns the highest praise for the former 
governor as a man and as an associate 


justice. No appointment the president 
has made has caused more 
favorable 


comment. 


The opposition to Mr. Hughes as 


chief justice at this 
time 
on 
the 


ground of inexperience came not only 
from the president's advisers in Wash- 
ington, but, on the principle 
of 
the 


proposed appointment from 
the 
bar 


and from among the judges.of the va- 
rious courts. Justice Hughes already Is 
very popular among the judges of the 
supreme court and it is not believed 
they took any part in the arguments 
placed before the president.

sion, and Professor tt-ince, the'Cana- 
dian commissioner, an agreement has

fisheries in.inland boundary waters, as 
drafted

year ago, will be 


brought into--force without further de- 
la y.bv simultaneous promulgation 
at 


Washington and Ottawa.

been the contention of American fish- 
ermen in Saginaw bay. that the re- 
strictions in regard to size and charac- 
ter of nets-would be unduly oppressive 
t/n them.

and great volumes of water had teen 
poured through the windows of the. up- 
per floor, flooding'the large ballroom 
and the rooms underneath. 


Tammany hall stands on 148th street 


in the heart of the old time theatre 
district and one now thickly dotted 
with ancient buildings, many of them , „ 
of an Inflammable character. For this :» 
reason a large quantity of flre appara- i ' ' 
tus was called. 


A dance was given last night by a 


social club in the ballroom of the hall ; 
and it is supposed that a lighted cigar- 
ette left In one of the boxes of the gal- 
lery started the flre. It is estimated 
that the damage by flre and water to 
the interior of the building can ba re- 
paired for approximately $25.000.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.—Associate 


'. Justice Edward Douglas White of the 


United States supreme court, is to be 
elevated to the chief; justiceship of 
that tribunal. 
President 
Taft 
will 


send the nomination to the senate to- 
day. It is expected also that two as- 
sociate justices to nil vacancies on the 
bonch will be named today. 
The 
announcement 
that 
Justice 


White will be the new chief justice 
undoubtedly will cause some surprise, 
because it had been pretty generally 
understood for some time . past 
that 


Justio.B Charles H. Hughes was slated 
for that high honor. During the past 
two or three days, however, it became 
known that a change in the slate Cor 
the head of the supreme court might 
be made. 
Some of the president's closest ad- 


visers argued with him that Justice^ 
Hughes' experience at the bar had not 
been sufficient to warrant his promo- 
tion at this time to the highest judicial 
position in the country.. They claimed 
that Mr.1 Hughes' reputation as a law- 
yer had been gained principally in his 
conduct of two legislative investiga- 
tions. They agreed with the president 
that, everything pointed to a most bril- 
liant cureer on the foench for the for- 
mer governor. 
At the same time they 


offered the 
argument that 
Justice 


Hughes was the youngest man on the 
bench and that his 
opportunity 
for 


promotion would comu later when he 
would havB had the advantage of ma- 
turing 
experience 
and 
of 
having 


served several years on the bench. 


It is known that the president sees 


in 11 r. Hughes most ot the 
qualities 


ho believes essential in a chief jus- 
tice Young, vigorous, possessing exec- 
utive ability and progrssive ideas, Mr. 
Hughes was looked upon as the man 
who could rto much to bring about the 
reform in judicial proceedings in this 
country. Mr. Taft regards court re- 
forms as the crying necessity of

BRAZILIAN REBELS SURRENDER 


RIO JANIERO, Brazil, Dec. 12.—The revolting mariners on Cobras 


island formally surrendered today and government troops occupy tho 
barracks. 


Upon the order of the government the cruiser Barroso and the scout 


ship Rio Grande do Snl quitted the harbor today for a destination not an- 
nounced. It is said, however, that the scout ship proceeded for Santos. 
The Rio Grande do Sul was the only vessel which took part in the mutiny 
which begun Frdny night and continued until the rebels were dislodged from 
the barracks on Cobras island. When the government troops occupied the 
island they met with nn resistance, the few mutinous, marines remaining 
there promptly surrendering. The larger number had been killed or wounded 
or placed under arrest while attempting to swim to (he .mainland. 
The 


rebels gave up the fight wh'en their ammunition was exhausted and their 
appeals to the battleships Minas Geraes and Sao Paulo, for support met with 
no response. 


The exact number of casualties has not been made 
known. It

thought, however, that 200 rebels were killed tind that 20 citizens were 
injured fatally during- the scout ship's bombardment of 
the 
city. The
